1 ) . Reference is made to the following documents:

Document D1 , which is considered to represent the most relevant state of the art 
for claim 1, discloses (cf. page 1, lines 1-18; page 7, line 7- page 8, line 2; page 
10 lines 1 1- 28 paragraph 1 ; claim 2; and Fig. 7) a wind turbine which comprises 
a closed chamber containing electric parts of the generator containing a drying 
arrangement for preventing a water deposition onto at least one circuit element. 

2) . The subject-matter of claim 1 differs from the wind turbine described in (D1 ) in 

that: 

"the at least one circuit element is accommodated in a switch cabinet". 

The subject-matter of claim 1 is therefore novel (Article 33(2) PCT). 

The solution of the invention is achieved by using the combination of features 
claimed in independent claim 1 . 

Such arrangement is neither disclosed nor suggested by the prior art. Therefore, 
the subject matter of claim 1 is new and inventive. 

3) . Dependent claims 2-7 refer to particular embodiments of claims 1 and as 

consequences are also new and inventive. 

4) . Independent method claim 8 and dependent claims 9-12 contains also features 

which are not suggested from the art. 
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5) . Industrial application seems to be possible without any particular difficulties. 

6) . Contrary to the requirements of Rule 5.1 (a)(ii) PCT, the relevant background art 

disclosed in the documents WO-A- 01/021956 and DE-A- 42 28 521 (D2) is not 
mentioned in the description, nor are these documents identified therein. 

7) . The vague statement (without departing from the spirit or scope thereof) in the 

description on page 6, line 9, implies that the subject-matter for which protection 
is sought may be different to that defined by the claims, thereby resulting in lack 
of clarity (Article 6 PCT) when used to interpret them (see also the PCT 
Guidelines, lll-4.3a). 
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
